Portrays Composers Life 


Johann Sebastian Bach Exhibit is 
on display in the foyer of the Little 
Theater 

Prints of portraits, portions of 
manuscripts and towns and places 
connected with Bach's life are in- 
cluded in the exhibit 

Included in the first set of prints is 
a view of Eisenach, Bach's birth- 
place, his hume, his father, and view 
of Luneburg where he attended St. 
Michael's School from the age of 

14 to 17 years. There is also an in- 
terior picture of St. Michael's Church 
where Bach was a choir boy and later 
a choir leader. 

Prints in the second set are of the 
town of Arnstadt where he was or- 
ganist in the Church of St. Boniface 
from 1703 to 1707. There is also a 
picture of his organ and of the ori- 
ginal music stand he used. 

Only Centete 

Also in the collection is a view of 
Muthausen and St. Blasius Church 
where Bach was organ st. A print of 
the title page of the only cantata 
which was published during his life 
shows the original musical notation 

From 1717 to 1723 Bach was the 
conductor and court composer of 
Prince Leopold at Cothen. Pictures 
of the castle and of Prince Leopold 
along with the manuscript of cha- 
onne in D minor for solo violin, the 
beginning of the third Brandenburg 
concerto and a detailed title of the 
invention for two or three voices are 
in the fifth set of prints. 

Portraits of Bach and his different 
contemporaries are numerous in the 
collection. Included are Francois 
Coupuin, a harpsichord player whose 
works Bach studied, Erdmann Nev- 
meister, Antonio Vivaldi, whose 
concertos Bach set to harpsichord 
and organ, Georg Philipp Teleman, 
Louis Marchond and several others

Mitford Topic 

Jessica Mitford, the best-selling 
author whose book The American 
Way of Death, excited conversation 
all over the country when it was 
published in 1963, will come to 
Sacramento State’s Faculty Dining 
Room at 8:00 p.m. next Thursday. 
The topic of the speech will be 
The American Way of Death—Its 
Aftermath. 

When “The American Way of 
Death,” an investigation of funeral 
practices in the U.S., vaulted to the 
top of the best-seller list, English- 
born Jessica Mitford found her name 
as much of a by-word throughout her 
adopted country as that of her book. 

Not that the Mitford name wasn't 
already known—her previous book, 
the autobiographical Daughters and 
Revels told in highly entertaining 
fashion the story of the colorful 
Mitford family (her “father was an 
English lord and sister Nancy is 
also a famous writer). 

Jessica Mitford's childhood in 
this unusually gifted family made 
her life interesting from the begin- 
ning. During the Spanish civil war 
she met and married Esmond 
Romilly, a volunteer for the Inter- 
national Brigades. 

After living in Spain, Paris, and 
Corsica, she and her husband emi- 
grated to America in 1939, and 
Jessica spent the uneasy pre-war 
years doing various odd jobs from 
la¢y bartender in Miami to salesgiri 
in a Madison Avenue dress shop.

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Editorial 


The French fortress of Dienbienphu fell 21 years ago, 
just ten days past. On May 8, 1954, the last French unit was 
overran, and Legionnaire Colonel Christen de Castries 
finally ordered a cease-fire, and two months of hell ended. 

A French newspaperman commenting on the defense of 
Dienbienphu said it had happened because the soldiers 
who had fought and died there said, “ ‘Let the enemy come 
and we'll show them.’ We'll show what, and to whom? 
‘We il show those who face us in battle, they said. ‘We'll 
show the enemy. And we'll show them in Hanoi. We'll 
show them in Saigon, the people busy sipping cool drinks 
on shaded cafe terraces or watching beautiful girls in the 
pool at the Sporting Club. We'll show the people of France, 
the people of France above all. They have to be shown. 
They have to be shown what their neglect, their incredible 
indifference, their illusions, their dirty politics have led 
to. And how best may we show them? By dying, so that 
honor at least may be saved . . .” Our dead at Dienbienphu 
died, I claim, protesting, appealing against today’s France 
in the name of another France for which they had respect 
The only victory that remains is the victory of our honor.” 

We do not, fortunately, yet face the same doomsday situa- 
tion that the French faced in 1954. For one great reason, 
many of the people who are on our side are the very same 
ones who fought against the French in 1954. But, if our 
troops were called upon to lie down their lives, in a glor- 
jous if somewhat doomed stand as the French did at Dien- 
bienphu, I believe that they would do it. 

Five French units were completely annilated at Dien- 
bienphu. Casualties ran over 70%. At the last hour of defeat, 
men, both Vietnamese and French, volunteered to jump 
into the crumbling fortress. Why? The French correspon- 
dent, Robert Guillin, answered it in the above quote 

But perhaps another observer had the final epitaph on 
Dienbienphu. He said “They were not defeated. They 
were just killed.” 

Can we learn from that heroic, doomed example? We 
must, if we are to avert it. The French were a colonial 
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Dienbienphu 


power, we are not. The French fought both nationalist 
and Communist forces. We fight only the Communist. 
The French did not have the basic support of the people, 
we do. . 

Can we succeed? We must. We are the inheritors of the 
men who died at Dienbienphu. When they perished in 
that flaming barrage of 400 artillery pieces and massed 
charges, they left to us a legacy of a fight for freedom. 

These messages run like a redden stain through the com- 
munications and words of the survivors: “The Communist 
attacked at dusk this evening.” “The Communist overran 
Strongpoint Isabelle.” “We fought for a thing called 
liberty.” . 

And there is evidence that many of the Vietnamese 
people knew this, and knew what would happen if the 
French lost. There is the story of a little Vietnamese para- 
trooper, one of many, who made the first jump into Dien- 
bienphu. After Leing asked if he was from a reserve unit, 
he replied angrily, “No, me not Vietnamese reserve Me 
Legionnaire.” 

‘ad so it went. And the 48,000 U.S. troops we now have 
in Vietnam are the deirs of those brave men. They fought, 
and they said why they fought and readily made the su- 
preme sacrifice: for freedom, so Indochina could enjoy 
freedom. and not a Communist tyranny 

Will we stand the same test? Will we show the business- 
men at work, the students at play, the people sipping cool 
drinks and watching television, the real story? The men 
at Dienbienphu were deserted. It is up to us to show that 
they had a reason for dying, that freedom is worthwhile. 
We must not be forced into the position that “the only 
victory that remains is the victory of our honor,” but the 
position that the only victory acceptable is the victory of 
freedom. . 

Our reply to the world must be the same as De Castries 
reply to the querie on May 7 if they were going to sur- 
render. His words were “We shall not surrender.
